Windstorm of Week 


While other sections of southern 


California have this week suffered 
wind, fire and crop damage, which 
in the aggregate will run into sev- 
eral millions of dollars, Covina has 
again maintained its record as a 
district that is free from heavy and 
destructive winds, having experi- 
enced only one heavy wind storm 
in forty years. 


Local packinghouse managers re- 


port that the citrus groves in the 
Covina district have come thru 
the storm unscathed, with no dam- 
age either from drop, bruising or 
sc .rring of the fruit. 


In the city limits the breaking 


of the plate glass front of the 
Longworth cafe by a falling sign, 
the blowing down of a few sus- 
pended signs, and the uprooting of 
a tree on Italia street, is the sum 
total of the damage, which will 
not exceed $500. 


A slight earthquake shock was 


felt thruout the upper San Gabriel 
valley shortly before seven o'clock 
on Thursday morning.

Citrus Growers 
to Attend Frost 
Prevention Meet 


Citrus growers will remember the 


cold spell of two years ago that oc- 
curred in the middle of November. 
With this still fresh in their mem- 
ory the agricultural extension ser- 
vice, cooperating with the Los An- 
geles comity farm bureau and the 
fruit frost service of the U. S. de- 
partment of agriculture, have ar- 
ranged to conduct a series of frost 
control meetings. 


The second of these meetings will 


be held at the packing house of the 
Covina Citrus association, Tuesday, 
October 29, at 9:30 a.m., under the 
direction of Warren R. Schoonover. 
The purpose of the meeting will be 
to bring up to date and review for 
the citrus growers all available in- 
formation on orchard heating. 
First Payment Made 
on Walnut Crop 


First payment on the 1935 crop of 


walnuts was made last week by La 
Puente Walnut Growers' association. 
The sum was in amount of $62,000, 
and was a partial on all deliveries 
made at the packing house up to 
and including September 27. Pay- 
ments to individual growers repres- 
ent 70 per cent of the value of their 
marketable crop after the control 
board's deduction of 30 per (.ent is 
made. 


Payments were made for 850 in- 


dividual door deliveries, which rep- 
resent the various lots taken to the 
packinghouse by growers. Most of 
the growers were paid for more than 
one delivery, the aggregate of which 
comprised the total tonnage deliver- 
ed by them.

The very best in 
film entertainment comes in a steady flow to 
Covina. This little community enjoys the lo- 
cal exhibition of the finest screen dramas and 
musical comedies only a few weeks after they 
have their premiere in the gorgeous down- 
town theater palaces. 


But the film brokers should give us a better 


protection from the cheap and vulgar, and 
we are sure that with such protection, patron- 
age in towns of our character would show a 
i; leasurable increase. 


It would be a great boon, to this community, 


and to many others, if the complete power to 
select and reject films were placed with the 
local manager, or, at least, he be given the 
privilege of rejecting such films as are mani- 
festly foreign to the character of his commun- 
ity.

Citrus Fruits 
Make Gains in 
Price Returns 


Both oranges and lemons showed 


price gains over a week ago. The 
prorate shipment, for valencias this 
week is increased by 125 cars. 


These are the reasons today why 


southern California citrus growers 
are wearing optimistic smiles. 


California valencias sold on the 


mid-western and eastern 
auction 


markets for an average of fifteen 
cents per box higher than the pre- 
ceding week, bringing the price to 
$3.51. Volume of 585 cars was an 
increase of only two cars. 


Lemons in the same markets gain- 


ed sixteen cents per box to an aver- 
age of $5.31. There were 126 cars 
sold, an increase of twenty cars for 
the week. 


Central California navel shipments 


will be late this season, according to 
word received by W. C. Frackelton, 
manager of the growers' advisory 
committee, and probably will not be- 
gin until from the middle of Novem- 
ber to Thanksgiving day. 


The committee announced this 


week's pro rata as follows: 1275 
packed cars valencias; 15 cars pack- 
ed grapefruit, and one car loose 
grapefruit from central California. 


A referendum probably will be 


held under direction of Secretary o) 
Agriculture Wallace on the proposed 
new marketing agreement draftee 
after an. eight-day hearing in the 
State building at Los Angeles, ac- 
cording to Major Albert D. Hadley, 
who presided at the sessions. 


Principal question to be decided 


by vote of the growers is approval 
of provision for establishment of 
separate prorate districts or the in- 
dividual prorates of any or all ship- 
pers to meet differences in maturity 
of any variety of fruit, or to meet 
emergencies.
